"Fortunately, at n* time since the Civil 


war has the UniteiV^tates treasury occu- 
pied so strong a position |s it does now, 
with the exception possibly of the sur- 
plus days of 1885-90. We have an enor- 
mous stock of gold in the country, almost 
$730,000,000. Of this amount the United 
States treasury holds $175^)00,000 in gold 
and the tendency is towards an increase 
at the rate of $200,000 a day. About 10 per 
cent, of customs receipts arc being paid 
in gold. 


"July I,1861, the United Steles treasury 


had but 12,863,000 in gold^and scarcely 
any other kind of money. Today our 
cash balance of $226,000,000 has 77 par 
cent, in the yellow metal. Of the great 
stock of gold in the country the national 
banks alone hold more than f220,000,000.

The tieneral untlook. 


Washington, April 6. — There are very 


few men in Washington who look for a 
peaceful outcome. With the excited 
conditions in Cuba, they can see the 
possibility of many developments which 
wllf-brlng on war before congress even 
has a chance to declare for intervention. 


President McKlnley still hopes for 


peace, as he has all along, by conces- 
sions from Spain, ana is still working to 
mak* toes* concessions, revolving the 
withdrawal of Spanish foroes and Span- 
ish authority from Cuba, available for 
ft peaceful settlement, and to that end 
seeks to control congressional action so 
as to defer, and, If possible, avert, actual 
hostilities, with reasonable faith that he 
will succeed. H* has been forced by the 
threats of a majority of congress, act- 
Ing under what they believe to be the 
demand ef the majority of the people, to 
take the matter out of his hands and 
d^claiti war, or the »Qutval«nt of it, to 
adopt th* only plan that he could s*e 
open to him to carry out his purpose in 
the oircumstanc«s. 


Finding that he could not tnrn the 


congressional movement altogether, and 
that telegrams and letters from those 
who sought to help htto as a rule only 
angered th* swaCer* and representa- 
tives to whom they were directed, and 
who eld not regard them a* r*Br*s*ntln* 
the opinion of th* maas of thtlr Con- 
stituents, the president has taken the 
difficult and dangerous alternative of 
trying to guide tie movement by lead- 
ing It, eo as tejstopjt.short of *xtr*m* 
actia».and in^neajat* war.

island IB firmly established a* aa inde- 
pendent republic." This was one of 
many utterance* of like tenor delivered 
in the course of bis speech at Tuesday's 
session. Speeches were delivered also 
by Mr. Turner of Washington, Mr. Harris, 
of Kansas and Mr. Kenny of Delaware, 
all ef whom took strong ground for 
vigorous and instant action by the 
United States." Mr. Turner took sub- 
stantially the same position aa that of 
Mr. Cnandle* basing his demand for 
action upon the Maine catastrophe. 


Mr. Turner said that it was Immaterial 


whose waSjthe hand that sent the elec- 
tric spark on its fatal mission against 
the Maine. Spain was in every sense 
responsible for the act, an act that 
ought properly to be resented by the 
United States. From the time of Alva 
down to the time of Weyler th« record 
of Spe^n had been one of murder and 
assassination, brutality and cruelty, 
rapine and arson. The Spaniard of 1500 
and the Spaniard of 1900 are one and the 
same individual. It had remained for 
the Maine disaster to demonstrate that 
civilization had passed the Spaniards by, 
and that they were now as ferocious, 
brutal, cunning and treacherous as they 
ever were. This government should act 
at once. 


Profound attention was attracted by 


a speech delivered by Mr. Turple of In- 
diana. Briefly but scathingly he re- 
viewed the Spanish conduct of Cuban 
affairs, and declared in the strongest 
terms for intervention that would mean 
something—that would drive Spain from 
control of every foot Of territory in the 
western hemisphere. The speech was a 
clear, concise statement of tbe position 
in which this country had been placed 
by Spanish outrages,' insults and crimes. 


A debate which occurred in the execu- 


tive session would indicate that no mat- 
ter what might be tbe character of the 
report of the committee on foreign re- 
lations, the Absolution would cause a 
Serious and perhaps prolonged discus- 
sion. It emphasised tbe fact that there 
are two elements in the senate, one for 
independence with intervention and an- 
other for intervention alone, and these 
two factions will fight vigorously for 
their ideas. The session was devoted 
to a general discussion' of the policy to 
be pursued toward* Spain, and developed 
the fact that much opposition would bt 
made to the acceptance *f a policy in 
line with the president's desires. The 
question was raissd by fenator Alien, 
who madearlong speech predicting much 
dissatisfaction in tbe country at large 
with a policy that did not go to the ex- 
tent of giving the Cuban* their entire 
independence of the mother country. 
Re was followed by other speakers in 
the same line, and tbe fact was mads 
very evident that If the committee on 
foreign relations should bring in a reso- 
lution merely complying with the presi- 
dent's request and stopping shert of a 
declaration for independence, there 
would be an effort la the senate t* amend 
it so as to accomplish this end. lion 
than one senator announced that he 
would offer such an amendment, and 
many more said that they would support 
an effort in the direction of adding the 
Independence declaration to a resolution 
providing simply for Intervention. The 
committee was therefore urged not to 
yield to the wishes of the president, but 
to stand for complete action. 


The greater part of the speeohmaklng 


was In opposition to the executive, and 
no on* attempted to outline the probable 
action <rf the committee. There was also 
a recurrence to the intention of the 
president to withhold the Cuban con- 
sular correspondence, and a suggestion 
was made that it this matter was of a 
character *oo Inflammable to permit of 
its being made public, it be given to the 
tenate In.secret session.

FITZGERALD, Ga., March 21.—The 


lonthern part of Georgia until a few 
years ago was considered as near the 
"jumping off place" as any section of 
this country outside the great Ameri- 
can desert. But few white people in- 
habited iWiloox and Irwin counties, two 
of the largest in this portion of the 
state. It seemed to be a land where 
nothing could flourish- except pine trees, 
although here and there from little gar- 
den patches were produced a few sweet 
potatoes, a little corn and just about 
enough to keep life in the bodies of the 
natives. 


Appearances, however, are often de- 


ceptive, and some shrewd northern 
farmers who were thoroughly conver- 
sant with the'different qualities of soil 
visited this section about three years 
ago and 'after carefully examining the 
country concluded that the land, vould 
produce abundant crops if properly cul- 
tivated and given the attention bestowed 
by northern tillers of the soil upon'their 
field* and gardens. The prospectors re- 
turned home, and several of them who 
were old soldiers spoke of the new coun- 
try, to their oomrad.es in the posts of the 
Grand Army of the Republic. 
From 


this, originated the idea, of founding a 
settlement of veteran soldiers in the 
south, but when the question of "farm- 
ing" came up so many of the comrades 
said they preferred life in the city that 
in connection with the colony a town 
was also planned. 


Today a traveler who passed through, 


southern Georgia ten years ago or dur- 
ing the war would not know the locali- 
.ty. A wonderful change has taken place. 
The old soldiers have founded a city 
down hera in the pine lands of south 
Georgia where tbe cool breeze from the 
gulf of Mexico tempers the heat of the 
summer nights and tbe dry bracing air 
of the piny woods averts the extreme 
ccfld and the snowstorms inseparable 
from northern winters. The "old sol- 
diers' colony," as the people call it, has 
been talked of by northern and southern 
men alike all tbe way from Maine to 
Oregon. It has been the theme at camp- 
fires and reunions. 


Nearly every state in the Union has 


furnished its quota. Those able to do so 
traveled by rail to Fitzgerald or tramp-

ed through the woods to their future 
home. Fully one-half of them journeyed 
by wagon. 


They have made a city out of the 


Wilderness down here. When the first 
people came in September, 1895, under 
the guidance of Mr. P. H. Fitzgerald, 
prenident of the Colony company, just 
one house was standing in the grove of 
pines which covered the town site prop- 
er. In this hut lived an old negro, who 
told the "Yankee gemmen" how "de 
sojers dun caught Mars Davis right ober 
dar," about a mile from the cabin. The 
president of the Confederacy was cap- 
tured in the vicinity at the close of the 
war, and the location of the new city 
here seems to have a peculiar historical 
significance. Today on tbe 100,000 acres 
of which Fitzgerald is tbe center over 
7,000 people are living. The majority 
of the colonists are from the west, and 
everywhere are indications of western 
push and energy. At first canvas tents 
and log and rough board sheds were 
hastily put up in which to do business 
and for living purposes. Half a dozen 
•team sawmills rapidly cut into the 
pine timber, and the temporary struc- 
tures have been replaced by tasty and 
commodious dwellings. Artesian wells 
furnish water. Three banks, a score of 
pretentious blocks for stores, several 
office buildings of briok and stone, a 
hospital, churches and a hall for G. A. 
R. poets have been erected. The ave- 
nues are 120 feet in width and the prin- 
cipal ones named after eminent Union 
and Confederate generals, such as Grant, 
Eherman, Sheridan, Scott, Lee, Long- 
Street, Jackson, eto. 


Outside of the city the old soldiers 


who prefer agricultural to city life are 
busily engaged on their clearings. They 
brought their plows and cultivators 
from their old homes and have already 
raised large crops of northern grain and 
vegetables as well as cotton, tobacco 
and other staples of the south. Tasteful 
fences surround tbe homes, and gardens 
have been laid out, dooryards beautified, 
and with the willing help of their wives 
and children they have literally turned 
the pine forest into a busy firming com- 
tonnity. 
' 


The colony is a model morally as 


well as in other respects. Comrade Fitz- 
gerald and his board of directors, the 
majority of whom are veterans, have 
established an excellent system of gov- 
ernment into which military principles 
enter. No liquor can be sold in the lim- 
its, and no vagrants or disreputable par- 
ties out remain here.

NEWS OF NOVELISTS, 


ENGLISHMEN WROTE THE 
THREE 


BEST 8EUUNQ CURRENT STORIES. 


Triangular Baa* Between Hope, Dojrln 


and Wen***—Doyle a* « 
oli* of Sir Joh» X. UUlata 
and American Book Market! Compared.

NEW YOKE, March 33.—Tho threa 


best selling novels published in this 
country since Feb. 1 were all tho work 
of English writers—"Shrewsbury," by 
Stanley J. Weyman; "Simon Dalo," by 
Anthony Hope, and "A Desert Drama," 
by A. Conau Doyle. 


"Shrewsbury" was brought out first. 


It had a clear two weeks start of the 
two others, which came out practically 
together. It now appears likely that 
Mr. Hope's book will prove to be tho 
best seller of the lot in the United Stataa 
in spito of his rather curious criticism 
of American women to the effect that 
they ack too many questions. 


Both the other books are going pretty 


well, however, "A Desert Drama" be- 
ing second aud "Shrewsbury" last. It 
is part of the cnrieut publishers' gossip, 
by the way, that Dr. Doyle is getting 
ready to give another proof of his ver- 
satility by turning vesifler, that the 
manuscript of his first poetical volume 
is now ready for the typesetters and 
that the boot will be got out in time 
for the fall trade. Some who have read 
the work say it has the true poetio fire 
and that several of the pieces are Kip- 
liiigesqzie in choice of subject. Should 
this effort succeed, Dr. Doyle will have 
won three distinct classes of admirers, 
since it is no more likely that his 
verses will appeal to the same readers 
that have liked his historical novels 
than that these should entirely please 
the folk who doted on his Sherlock 
Holmes tales. 


Prompted in some degree no doubt by 


the success of the Tennyson memoirs, 
the heirs oi Sir John E. Millais are get- 
ting together a book consisting of such 
interesting letters from his pen as have 
been found accessible, epistles to him 
from eminent personages and others and 
hope to have it published by next fall. 
There is as yet some uncertainty, how- 
ever, as to the publishers, since the 
heirs decline to have the book got out 
on royalty and are asking rising of $40,- 
000 for the combined English and 
American copyrights. This sum is so 
large as to make publishers look a trifle 
askance, especially in this country, 
though it would not be too much to pay 
were it at all probable that the sale 
would be equal to that of the Tennyson 
book, which is, in fact, supposed to 
have produced a much larger net sum 
than $40,000 and to have been one of 
the great successes of the year from the 
profit making point of view. At least 
10,000'Copies were sold in America 
alone, andtfevt means a handsome sur- 
plus oveivfcostt of production when a 
book is aa Wgh priced as the Tennyson 
memoirs. 


In England the sale was naturally 


even larger than in this country, and 
there is no doubt that the Millais book 
will sell wocE Better there, where Sir 
John was vwy'nruch more of a living 
entity m the minds of the people than 
here. In the United States those to 
whom he was anything more than a 
name are comparatively few in number, 
and, whjle the .book will doubtless be 
highly prized by thtem, thousands will 
pass it by nnu.oticed who hastened to 
buy the other. Had tbe Tennyson book 
been sold at $1 instead of $10 the Amer- 
ican sale would doubtless have been 
much nearer 100,000 than 10,000 and 
might even have exceeded the larger 
number, for Tennyson's American ad- 
mirers are numbered by the millions, 
of course. 


Speaking of the differing degrees of 


favor with which certain books are re- 
ceived in America and England, it may 
be noted that publishers are every year 
becoming more and more unable to 
gauge in advance the sale of a book in 


~ the one country from its sale in the 
other. This naturally adds an element 
of risk to the publishing business which 
all concerned would be glad to get rid 
of, though it may properly be considered 
a source of national pride in that as a 
people we are beginning to have our 
own notions as to what we like to read. 
Perhaps the latest instance! of success 
on the other side and comparative fail- 
ure here are'furnished by S. R. Crock- 
ett's "Sir Tody Lyon" and "The School 
For Saints" by John Oliver Hobbes 
(Mr". Craigie). 


"Sir Tody Lyon" is a child's book 


written in much the same vein as tho 
same author's "Sweetheart Travelers," 
which sold exceedingly well in this 
country a year or two ago. Yet while 
the sale of "Sir Tody Lyon" in England 
aggregated 30,000 inside of six weeks 
after publication its sale here has been 
too small for serious comparison, to the 
great disappointment ot the American 
publishers. Of "The School For Saints" 
it is said that its transatlantic success 
has been snch as to make Mrs. Craigie 
the most talked of woman in England 
today, while bere the demand has jiot 
yet been 'big enough to make the pub- 
lishers rich by any means. There is an 
explanation for this, however. Although 
Mrs. Craigie is an American, as most 
readers probably remember, sho is a 
leader in fashionable London society, 
and ber books have long been in demand 
among its devotees. 


Peihapa tho most striking instance of 


the sort under consideration is that of 
"Quo Vadis, ""which everybody on this 
Bide is reading and talking about, while 
on the other side tbe book has fallen 
practically 
flat.

At any rat*,, one thing ii 
certain—via,,if there haa been any prog- 
ress in innate alnoe^the day of Baoh, it 
boa been doe to him. Baohte mnsio ia 
polyphonic, and polyphony is true 
mnsio. To its foundation upon this 
BohooliBdne the fact that there has 
been no decadence in music in Qer- 
many. There has been no advance in 
polyphony since the days of Baoh. Such 
advance aa has been made has been in 
originality and boldness of modulation. 


For pure organ mnsio Bach still is 


ind probably will always remain the 
greatest of all composers. Even with 
all the modern mechanical appliances 
that have been attached to the organ 
his works are still very difficult—per 
haps the most difficult of organ compo 
^itions. He must have been as great an 
organist as he was a composer. That he 
should have been able to play upon' the 
organ of his day works so exacting in 
technique as his own is simply marvel 
ona. 


It is one of tbe phenomena of musical 


history that, while orchestral, operatic 
and other branches of music were in 
their infancy in Bach's day and have 
developed since then, Baoh brought or- 
gan mnsio to its climax. He was not the 
small source whence flowed a rivulet 
which in time was to expand into a 
broad stream; he was the broad stream 
itself. The word "Baoh" in German 
means a brook, which led a famous Ger- 
man composer to say pnnningly that 
this great master was not a Bach, but 
an ocean.—Forum.

OF THE RELIEF COMMITTEE. 


Clan Barton's Plans For Carrying on Bed 


CroM Work—The Hon. Charles A. Schler- 
en, the Committee's Treasurer—Dr. Louis 


I KJopich—The Importation of Gold. 


NEW YORK. April 8.—[Special.]—They 


ore very busy at the Central Cuban relief 
Committee's headquarters at 58 William 
(treet Just now, and are likely to remain 
M for some time, no matter what happens. 


As newspaper readers must generally 


understand, this committee is now work- 
ing under the direction or the American 
Bed Cross soelety. In a sense, therefore, 
Stephen Barton, Clara Barton's nephew, 
who has long been connected with Red 
Gross work, is the leading spirit at these 
headquarters. The roan who represents 
the heart of the thlna howovar, the man 
whose desire to benefit the sufferers from 
Spanish cruelty and treachery has made 
possible much that has been "done, is the 
Hon. Charles A. Schieren, formerly mayor 
of Brooklyn. Mr. Sohieren is thfe com- 
mittee's treasurer, and his reputation for 
administrative ability and "strict busi- 
ness" has aided materially in winning the 
confidence of those who have money to 
give in large amounts, since his connec- 
tion with the organization is a sure guar- 
antee that what is done will ba well done. 


Mr. Sohieren's ohafaoterizatlon of the 


sufferings endured by the reconcentrades 
given i» a conversation With the writer 
the other day was vivid in the extreme. 


"The half has not been told," said he, 


"nor can it be told in print. Thereconoen- 
trados are worse off than I had imagined 
it possible for human beings to be, and it 
is a crying shame against civilization that 
the present state of things was ever al- 
lowed to materialize. It would be the 
greatest scandal of the century were it to 
be suffered to continue." 


Future Bed Crow Work. 


The tenor of Mr. Schieren's talk was 


not at that time at all in harmony with 
the talk of Dr. Louis Klopsoh, the dis- 
tributor of the relief in Cuba, who holds 
that the beginning of hostilities would in- 
arenso the Cuban suffering. 


"Mils Barton," said Mr. Sohieren, "has 


made all arrangements to remain in Cuba 
In case war breaks out. Under the inter- 
national Bed Cross agreement it will be 
entirely feasible to furnish her with sup- 
plies that are protected by the Bed Cross 
flag. There has been no instance in mod- 
ern warfare when the Bed Cross flag has 
cot been fully lespected by the opposing 
forces, and should Spain be the first power 
to break in this respect she would lose 
whatever of sympathy may now be ex- 
tended toward her by the nations of Eu- 
rope. Spain knows this, and I do not be- 
lieve there Will bt too-slightest trouble on 
this score. 
ek 


"What we want now is liberal banded- 


ness on the part of the American people. 
Help for tho starving, dying victims of 
Spain should be sent in more freely than 
ever, and I have no doubt that it will be." 


Mr. Sohlewn's services as treasurer are 


given entirely without compensation, al- 
though his duties are necessarily as oner- 
ous and time consuming as the duties o! 
the financial manager of a great business. 
The rent of the headquarters is given by 
an insurance company, and all members 
of the committee serve witbont pay, leav- 
ing only the wages of the clerks and other 
employees aa cash expenses.

Dr. Klepsoh. 


Dr. Klopscb, whose name baa come to 


ba very well known not only as the pub- 
lisher of a religious newspaper of wide cir- 
culation, but also as the leader of the 
scheme for the relief of the sufferers from 
the famine in India, is now a man of ripe 
middle age in whom the enthusiasm of 
youth survives to n remarkable degree. 


It was he who first entertained the no- 


tion that the newspapers of the United 
States would bo willing to pay for the 
privilege of printing tho sermons of the 
Rev. Dr. Talmatce regularly every Mon- 
day the day after their delivery in the 
Brooklyn tabernacle. That was 16 years 
<rr more ego, when Dr. Talmage was at 
the height of his popularity in.the City 01 
Churches. Dr. Klopsoh was then actively 
connected with the Tabernacle Sunday 
school. He had studied the effect of the 
sermons upon the tabernacle audience and 
also upon those who read the report* as 
they were printed in tbe city papers. 


It is understood that Dr. Talmage was 


at first unwilling tbat tbe experiment 
should be tried, bat he finally consented, 
and his weekly talks have ever ainca en- 
Joyed a wider circulation than those of 
any other preacher In this or any other 
country. Dr. Talmage's connection with 
Dr. Klopsch's paper, which was founded 
on an English publication of the same 
name, was made mnoh more recently. 


OoM InportutkM. 


The Jnujortmtloni of oold have Bow oon- 


tinned uninterruptedly onm vutomrm,,, 
ap to about $40,000,000. It ia the opinion 
of bankers hen that tbe balance It atill so 
much in our favor that, tbe influence ot 
actual hostilities aside, gold receipts will 
continue foi a considerable time longer. 


"War even will wake ao material differ- 


ence," said tbe president of a New York 
bank to me today, "until tbe United 
States" finds it necessary to purchase sup- 
plies in large quantities abroad. Tbe 
movementtpuzzlod many parsons abjflret, 
but it was soon found that big credit* bad 
been extended in London and Berlin by 
Americans who had also made large loans 
in the same capitals. Even when this be- 
came generally known, however, there was 
no one probably who understood tbe ex- 
tent of Europe's indebtedness, but it has 
since been made clear all round that tffe 
sum total was of enormous extent. 


"The indebtedness of Parisian bankers 


to the United States was and ia of little or 
no consequence. There is plenty of ex- 
travagance in Franca, but most of the 
money spent there comes out of the pockets 
of foreigners, and the general and close 
economy of the French has this year, as 
usual, rendered it entirely unnecessary for 
them to borrow or ask credit of anybody." 


It should be added that the purchases 


of warships, of guns and of ammunition 
that have already been made abroad have 
already caused some diminution of the 
gold imports, but in considering the fu- 
ture it should be remembered that prac- 
tically all tbe supplies in the way of food 
and clothing for tbe army and navy will 
be made at home, together, of course, with 
tbe great bulk of the^munitions of war. 
No other country in tne whole world is so 
well prepared for war with regard to sup- 
plies as the United States.

Spain's Torpedo Fleet Caused 


heedless Alarm. 


NOT SO DANGEBOrjS 18 


Kami OS9MM lay **•» J&e O«uy effective 


Vaide* BfcvorabU Condition*—or Snail 
Yatae IB Daylight —Alnuwt Helpless In 
tbe Open Sea, 


WASHINGTON. April 6.—[Special. ]—For 


several days there has been more talk in 
this city about the Spanish torpedo fleet 
than of any other feature of tbo naval situ- 
ation. There was intense excitement in 
naval circles and throughout the city when 
It was reported that the three torpedo 
boats and the three torpedo boat destroy- 
ers had reached Puerto Bico. As evidence 
of tbe carefulness with whiohj.our naval 
authorities have been watching the west- 
ward progress of these craft It may be said 
tbat tbe navy men did not believe the re- 
pork from the start. They had calculated, 
as they thought, to a nicety that the flo- 
tilla oould not reach Puerto Bico before 
April 7, and this was giving the boats tbe 
advantage of all doubt. Therefore the ex- 
perts in the big white building west of tbe 
White House in which the war, state and 
navy departments are housed, the three 
centers of interest in all the events leading 
up to war, felt that their calculations had 
been vindicated when the news came that 
instead of having arrived at Puerto Bico 
the flotilla had been compelled to put in 
at tbe Cape Verde islands, away over on 
the other side of the Atlantic. 


An Unknown Qtmntlty. 


There was relief, too, not only in navy 


but in congressional circles. It is undoni 
ably true that this littla flotilla of small 
craft has aroused tho fears of the people of 
the United States, especially na^vy officers, 
more than the coming of the big ships of 
the Spanish navy. This is true because 
the wasps of the ocean, as the torpedo boats 
are sometimes called, are a sort of un- 
known quantity. No one pretends to know 
bow much damage they might inflict if 
permitted to get within striking distance 
of onr fleets. For several days the naval 
officers here besieged tbe president and 
members of his cabinet, begging permis- 
sion to .rend Captain Schley's flying squad- 
ron out after the flotilla. They were in- 
dignant when refused, and some bitter 
words were spoken which were afterward 
regretted. The feeling over this matter 
was really intense. 


In tbe public mind there appears to be a 


good deal of misapprehension as to the 
danger presented by the torpedo flotilla. 
Many people imagine that Spain's little 
squadron of ships oould blow up the great 
fleet which we have assembled at Key West 
and tbe Tortugas. They fear that if the 
flotilla is ever permitted to come this side 
of Puerto Bico Spain will be able to win 
the first naval battle. But level headed 
naval officers tell me there is not so much 
danger from the mosquito fleet as has been 
imagined.' 


EffectlreneM of Torpedo Boati. 


In the first place, they say, torpedo boats 


are effective only under favorable condi- 
tions. 
They must have comparatively 


smooth water if they are to be handled 
advantageously. In a tolling or rough sea 
they cannot discharge their torpedoes with 
accuracy and are not likely to do much 
barm. 
The torpedo boat is essentially a 


smooth water craft. It ia designed for ac- 
tive operations in harbors and roadsteads. 
In Havana harbor or in New York bay or 
Hampton Beads they would give a good 
account of themselves, but out upon the 
high seas they Sre not formidable. 


Again, they need tbe cover of darkness. 


In open daylight or even on bright moon- 
light nights they are of small value. In 
order to discharge their torpedoes effect- 
ively they must get close to the ships o( 
the enemy, and if darkness or fog does not 
cover them they are in great danger of be- 
ing blown out of water by the big guns of 
a cruiser or battleship. The range of these 
guns, with accuracy, too, is much greater 
than the distance at which a torpedo can 
be properly discharged. Therefore the ad- 
vantage is all with the battleship or cruiser 
as long a* there is light enough to enable 
the lookouts upon the latter to detect the 
little craft at a distance of two or three 
miles. 


It is still believed by our naval experts 


tbat In case of necessity we shall be able 
to destroy or capture the Spanish torpedo 
flotilla out upon the high seas. There tbe 
little boats are at a disadvantage. In the 
first place, they are not ready for offensive 
operations.' Their torpedo tubes are not 
likely to be in order, and even if they 
were it is improbable they oould be dis- 
charged with effective accuracy. If at- 
tacked by cruisers, their only safety would 
be in flight. But here again they would 
be at a disadvantage. Though it is true 
the modern first class torpedo boat has a 
speed of from 20 to 81 knots an hour, 
while the fast cruisers can make only SI 
and battleships from 14 to 16, tbe small 
boats are not able to carry much coal. 
They have no room In their bunkers fox 
more than a few hours' supply. 


Needle** Excitement. 


If kept at the most economical speed, 


say six or eight knots an hour, these boats 
can carry enough coal to run them a cou- 
ple of days. In crossing the ocean it is 
necessary to have them accompanied by a 
convoy ship, from which they can get new 
supplies of coal every ~day or *o. If the 
little boats are pushed up to tbe full limit 
of their speed, they burn coal mucb faster, 
not only per hour, but per mile. But they 
cannot keep np the gait very long before 
their fuel runs out. Therefore if tbe fly- 
ing squadron should come upon Spain's 
flotilla out in the opeu tea it would be an 
easy matter for our cruisers to destroy tho 
' convoy ship. A few shots Sjould place her 
out of commission forever ritore. Instant- 
ly, in all probability, the fast little boats 
would scatter and make a run for tboir 
lives.

But from this showing it is easy to see 
thattbere has been needless excitement 
over tbe approach of this modern Spanish 
armada of ocean mosquitoes. While it ia 
doubtless true that in a line of bnttle the 
small craft may be able to inflict some 
losses upon us, they arc not yet in the lino 
of battle or even near it and may never 
get there.

Alleged Scheme to Swindle Blocked

People In Two Cities Closely 


'Concerned* 


Two Arrtstt Mad* In Boston and On* In 


N«w York. 


Boston, April «,—Two men are BOW 


under arrest in this city and a thltfd In 
New York charged wltn attempting: to 
utter forged notes, while a fourth Is 
under police surveillance. 
The men in 


custody are: John W. Cotton, Henry D. 
O. Kurros, both said to be residents of 
Boston, and Inspector McCloskey of 
New York has John Jj. Tucker of that 
city under arreit. 
Michael Keys of 


Boston will probably appear In court In 
the case, but Chief Watts says hs will 
nut be arrested unless he attempts to 
leave the state. 


One of the notes to for $1500 and two 


are for $1000 each. They are all signed 
by John Stewart company and counter- 
signed by John Stewart. 
The John 


Stewart company makes sewing ma- 
chines, with an office on Canal street, 
New York, and John Stewart is pres- 
ident of the company. 
It seems that 


last Friday, Cotton offered Andrew F. 
Leather-bee, a prominent lumber dealer 
in this city, a note for $1500 In payment 
for a. large order of lumber. 
The nota 


was signed by John Stewart of New 
York and endorsed by John Stewart. 
Leatherbee discovered that the signa- 
ture and endorsement were forgeries, 
and Cotton was arrested. 


The latter claimed that the note was 


given him by Keys, and when Keys was 
subsequently arrested he in turn said 
that Kurros, who is a real estate dealer, 
gave him the note. A letter was found 
upon the person of Keys from a man 
signing himself as John L. Tucker of 
New York, and It 1* alleged that the 
writer asked Keys to return certain 
notes which h» had In his possession and 
which Tucker had Intimated he bad 
previously uked Keys to return. 


Simultaneously with the alleged at- 


tempt to utter the paper at Leatherbee's 
office, Kurros is said to have given a 
note for $1000, also signed by the John 
Stewart company, to Frank E. Wyman, 
•who is agent for Stelnfeldt & Rosen- 
blat of New York. This note is said to 
have been forwarded to the latter con- 
cern and Is probably in its possession. 
Kurros, who formerly worked for the 
Stewart company, Is said to have told 
the police that he obalned th« note from 
Tucker also. 


Cotton was searched at the inspectors' 


office, and it is alleged that two notes 
were found on his person for $100 each, 
signed also by th« John Stewart com- 
pany. 


Extent of the Damage. 


Shawneetown, Ills., April 6.—Twenty-

All of the people who were 
drowned met their fate in the fits* and 
northern part of the second ward, near- 
est to the break. 
There is a large semi- 


circular dyke to the south of the town, 
enclosing that side as the broken dyke 
enclosed it on the north. 
Down the 


edge of this dyke and in the town proper 
Is a tangled mess of trees, shrubs and 
brushwood. 
Into the curve formed by 


the southern dyke the bodies wer» car- 
ried by the flood, and all of them are 
supposed to be scattered along the south- 
ern dyke, which is nearly a mile in 
length from the western end of the curve 
to the eastern end.

Baltimore, April 6.—Chairman Mott of 


the L. A. W. racing board has issued the 
following bulletin: "Special permits to 
exceed the prise limit In sprint races 
which would conflict with the national 
championships on national circuit dates 
will not be granted, but permits will b« 
given to exceed the prize limit in middle 
distance races or any other events that 
will not conflict with the national cham- 
pionships. 


"Racing men who have made contracts 


which have been approved by the chair- 
man must comply faithfully with the 
terms. The same requirement holds 
good with the promoter or track owner 
who is the only party to the contract. 
Any wilful violation would be in the na- 
ture of 'unfair dealing connected with 
cycle racing,' and will be subject to a 
penalty, effective In this country and in 
Europe. 


"No person must act as a referee of 'a 


race meet except those prescribsd in the 
rules on page 20, and emeu they must 
net be promoters, managers, owners, 
trainers or financially interested in the 
tracks or meets."

Bay State legislature. 


Boston, April 6.— In the state house of 


representatives yesterday afternoon the 
bill extending the franchise for overseers 
of Harvard college came up for discus- 
sion on its engrossment stage. Mr. 
Myers of Cambridge precipitated the aa- 
bate by moving an amendment striking 
out the referendum section, which was 
added at the previous consideration of 
the measure. The amendment was 
adopted, 100 to 53. The bill was then 
passed to be engrossed. 


Ought not to pass was reported on a 


bill for compensation to cities and towns 
for expenses incurred in providing school 
facilities for children who are a publie 
charge. 


In the senate the substitution of a bill 


for an adverse report from the railroad 
committee for further legislation for the 
transportation of bicycles prevailed. 


Senator Roe of Worcester explained 


that a bill for the protection of certain 
birds was designed to extend to sor.i. 
birds the protection now accorded to 
game birds. It was to perfect the leg- 
islation of last year to prevent the kill- 
ing of birds in order to secure orna- 
ments for feminine headgear. It was 
ordered to a third reading. 


The committee on education and labor 


Jointly reported the Walton-Birtwell 
bill to regulate the employment of ^abor. 
It prohibits the employment of any child 
under 14 in a factory, workshop or mer- 
cantile establishment, and that no child 
under 16 shall be so employed unless 
lists are posted for inspection by in- 
spectors of factories, and ag« and school- 
ing certificates are kept for such In- 
spection. The provision for posting a 
list of minors who cannot read and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English 
language is eliminated, and such names 
are sumply to be furnished the school 
authorities. A penalty of $59 is added 
to the bill for signing a certificate.whlch 
certifies to any materially false state- 
ment 


X«gs Eonrs. 


Lawrence, Mass., April 6.—-As a remedy 


for the condition of affairs in the cotton 
industry, T. P. Cahill, who appeared be- 
fore the labor committee Tuesday, as a 
witness, advocated a reduction in the 
hours of labor. He declared that this 
would afford employment to the per- 
sons now idle. Erett new mills, if neces- 
sary, and as the idle operatives would be 
given work, so their purchasing power 
would be increased. He declared that 
the best thing for the laboring people 
would be 'the enactment of a state 54- 
hour law. He believed that other states 
would be forced to follow Massachu- 
setts' example in reducing hours of 
labor, as they had after this state adopt- 
ed a 10-hour law. 


Senator Leach asked if he would fa- 


vor a reduction at this time consider- 
ing the condition of affairs. He told 
the witness not to base his views upoa 
the Pacific

General Omry's Home. 


Although a man of great wealth and 


£he member of the present cabinet who 
probably entertains more extensively 
than any other, Postmaster General 
James A. Gary, like others who move 
in the highest class of society here, pre- 
fers to hire a house rather than to pur- 
chase or build. He has selected that 
beautiful home built at an expense of 
(100,000 by ex-Senator Sawyer, and 
furnished by him with lavish magnifi- 
cence,- in which to domicile his large 
and charming family and to entertain 
tbe notables of Washington.

I am 
merely trying to bring to a head the 
requisite labor on the subject and to 
present in a concrete form the scattered 
material. For this purpose I have had 
my clerks at work tabulating statistics 
gathered by correspondence with the 
postal departments of other countries 
and mainly embodied in my last report 
and to bring order out of the chaotic 
mass of matter accumulated for many 
years past. Habits of Thrift. 


"Yes, I myself am an ardent advocate 


of economy and savings by and for the 
people. I wish to interest She people, 
particularly those of the poorer classes, 
in the preservation and snstentation of 
this government, and also more directly 
in their own material welfare. My own 
interest in savings banks dates back to 
tbe year 1840, when I, a boy then 8 
years of age, was presented by my fa- 
ther with a bankbook showing a deposit 
to my credit of 3100, with the assurance 
that for every dollar I myself saved and 
deposited he would add another.

bis fluty to encourage habits of thrift 
and economy, that not alone the indi- 
vidual, but the body politic, will be 
vastly benefited in consequence. 


Poor Men M Bondholders. 


"As I have already said, I now re- 


peat: Tbe citizen who feels that be has 
a personal interest in the affairs of tbe 
government beyond the payment of his 
sfiare of taxes arid the discharge of those 
other duties common to all is of more 
valne to the community and tbe nation 
than one whose conception of citizenship 
means merely tbe performance of those 
duties, the term 'bondholder' should 
no longer be indicative of a privileged 
class. And it is not, though through 
popular misconception it is applied only 
to tbe rich. Why, do yon know, the 
poor man who invests his earnings in 
the savings banks is one of the largest 
bondholders—in the aggregate—in the 
country? Well, he is. He comes into di- 
rect competition with the capitalist. 
For instance, in a certain group of sav- 
ings banks with some 49,000 depositors 
there is $22,000,000 invested in govern- 
ment bonds alone 1 


"Individually, I admit, the poor man 


has had a small showing in the obtain- 
ing of bonds and mainly because capital 
is always on the lookout for the safest 
securities and considers our government 
bonds as such, buying them when offer- 
ed in blocks. But when the postal sav- 
ings banks are established, with their 
universal ramifications into every part 
of onr country, the poor citizen will 
have his opportunity. Not that I mean 
there will be a direct issue of bonds of 
low denomination, but that tbe deposi- 
tor in those banks will virtually be an 
investor in the securities of the govern- 
ment. 


"You ask me how the many millions 


—estimated at $500,000,000—now ly- 
ing idle in holes and stockings could be 
invested to the profit of the government 
and security of the depositors. Tbat is 
a pertinent question, and one which has 
caused a great deal of anxious thought. 
But, in the first place, there is enough 
of the national debt, if it should be used 
for that purpose, to afford secure invest- 
ment during tbe nest 10 or 15 years, 
after which the wisdom gained from ex- 
perience may be safely intrusted with 
the problem of finding other fields of in- 
vestment in this great and growing 
conntiy. Tbe government cannot enter 
into the ordinary field of investment. It 
must confine itself to its own forms of 
investment and those of the states. It 
may be able through the latter occasion- 
ally to reach as far as county and mu- 
nicipal investments, and it is here alone 
that competition between the two sys- 
tems (the postal and the private banks) 
may be developed. 


"And 
this leads me to speak of tbe 


apparent anomaly of one like myself, 
at tbe head tt a private savings institu- 
tion, advocating the establishment of 
wbat many fear may become a powerful 
and perhaps a disastrous rival to the ex- 
isting banks. Bnt when one views the 
matter as I do the anomaly is removed, 
for I do not regard the projected postal 
banks in that light at all. Bather I 
look upon them as feeders for the larger 
institutions. They will-lend money at a 
.lower rate of interest—say 2 per cent— 
but ultimately they will have such an 
influence upon the development of the 
people, who will soon acquire tbe habit 
of saving, that tbe latter will seek the 
banks paying the higher rate—say 3 or 
4 per cent—for larger investments. 


How It Worki In Europe. 


"This proposed venture has long since 


passed the experimental stage in Eu- 
rope. It waa first put in operation in 
Great Britain in 1801, Belgium iu 
1870, France and India in 1883, and so 
on.

In France the number of depositories

banks, paying 8 per cent interest, with 
a balance of $24,517,000 at end of 
1895.

Money matters occupied most of the 


attention oi the city council at its regular 
meeting Tuesday evening. The finance 
committee reported on the appropria- 
tions, having cut down the original esti- 
mates from $353,504.37 to f319,082.17. The 
count'il restored |500 of this, and passed to 
a second reading appropriations amount- 
ing to 5319,562.17, a saving of $3,942.20 on 
the estimates. 
An adjourned meeting 


will be held next Tuesday evening, when 
these will be finally voted on. 


A recommendation from Mayor Cady 


that the city borrow the sum of $30,000 for 
not more than 20 years at not more than 4 
per cent, to refund a part of the city debt 
maturing this year was passed. 


Tbe mayor returned without his ap- 


proval the stable ordinance. The reasons 
for his veto were four: that only stables 
with 
more than tonr 
horses were 


inclnded, 
while 
nothing 
was said 


about 
stables 
for 
cattle; 
that 


a part of tbe duties were left with the in- 
spector of buildings when it shou'd all be- 
long to the board of health; that the 
allowance made for special exceptions 
would lead to confusion; and that the 
public health would be no better secured 
than by the board of health acting under 
its present powers. The council recon- 
sidered its vote, and postponed the mat- 
ter indefinitely. 
' 


The school board presented a request 


for prompt action on the need of a new 
high school building, and accompanied it 
with plans for the building, which, as re- 
ported in yesterday's issue, call for $130,- 
000 for the building and ?20,000 for fur- 
nishing. The matter 
was left in tbe 


hands of a special committee, consisting 
of Councilman Perry, Whitaker, Cutting, 
Amidon and Gallup. 


The ordinance for an eight hour day on 


city labor prepared by the Central Labor 
union waa read and referred to the com- 
mittee on ordinances. 
The ordinance 


provides that f^U sours sball be the 
legal day's work for all Is borers employed 
by or for the city, whether employed by 
the day or hour. The ordinance shall be 
made a part of all contracts for city work, 
and no money shall be paid on contracts 
unless this law is followed. The penalty 
for violation shall be f 20 for each offense. 


Several petitions were presented and 


referred. The surprise came when the 
petition for the location of a road between 
South Ashland and State streets was 
opposed 
by Councilman Bytes, who 


thought the promoters, who wanted it 
for personal gain, should lay out some 
money themselves first. His re marts 
met with hearty support from the coun- 
cil, and his motion to lay the petition on 
the Uble was vigorously carried.

Councilman Ami- 
don was firm against any compromise, 
but was willing to have the matter given 
to the committee. A petition was re- 
ceived asking that the license fee for junk 
wagons bu increased from $2 to |15, in 
order to keep out transient dealers, and 
leave the field clear tor home industry 
which is willing to pay the higher fee. 


A petition asked for the completion of 


work on Church street between Elmwood 
and Lawrence avenues, and that the 
street there be paved. William H. Osteyee 
was injured on the lower end of Nortn 
Eagle street March 23, and wanted dama- 
ges. 


A Committee reports cleared up several 


matters of importance. The special com- 
mittee on the nutter of a hospital for 
contagious diseases reported that while 
such a hospital was very desirable, 
the) hospital board of control 
did 


not feel financially justified in taking 
the management of sunn an addition to 
its work, under prMent conditions of 
support, and that therefore the committee 
considered it unwise to take any action in 
the matter. 
The special committee on 


the purchase of normal school laud re- 
ported that it was unadviaable. 


The question of appropriating $500 for 


free concerts by Clapp's band this sum- 
mer brought out one of the livliest discus- 
sions ot the evening. The finance com- 
mittee had investigated the , matter 
thoroughly, and had found that the legal 
bearings were unsatisfactory. 
The law 


on the subject of allowing cities to make 
such appropriations is doubtful, and in at 
least one city suits had been brought as 
the result of such appropriations. JUany

The adverse report was finally accepted.

arately. The chief reduction nude from 
the estimates WM inthajifor new equip- 
ment for tbe fire department, which was 
out from |6,806 to fS,000. This reduction 
is on account of the fact that tbe first es- 
timate was for maintaluing a chemical 
for a year, bat M it cannot be secured 
till nearly tbe middle of tbe year, consid- 
erable will be saved In salaries and in the 
care of the horses. 


The f 1,500 lor bridge repair* was out to 


f 1,000, bnt the f500 was restored after dis- 
cussion to permit tbe repairing and 
opening of the old bridge at Greylook 
which had been closed for some time. 
School expenses were out from {16,000 to 
$15,000, and school repairs from $2,509 to 
$2,000. Fire department maintenance was 
cat from $5,464.20 to $5,318, and police 
maintenance from $16,390 to $15,330. 


There was lively debate on the appro- 


priation of ,$12,000 for highway repairs, 
this being $K,000 more than last year.- 
The increase was due partly to the prob- 
ability of North street repairs.

In order to raise $319,562.17, being the 
appropriations less the $30.000 to be bor- 
rowed, by taxation atter deducting cash 
on hand aud anticipated receipts, was 
passed to a seoond reading with the ap- 
propriations.
